UWF Backs JFK ‘Peace Race’ With Petition Campaign 


Chapters Urged to Recruit Signatures for White House Delivery 


UWF is mobilizing a campaign to enlist public 
support by petition for President Kennedy’s 
“Peace Race” (outlined in his Sept. UN speech). 
Branches and Chapters were requested to add 
signatures of prominent members of their local 
communities to reprints of the full-page adver- 
tisement that appeared in the Oct. 20 Washington 
Post which was signed by UWF Honorary Presi- 
dent Norman Cousins and other well-known 
Americans. Reprints of this ad, with space re- 
served for local signatures, have been sent to 
every Chapter Political Action Chairman. The 
petitions should be sent to President Kennedy 
(copies to Secretary Rusk, Congressmen of the 
Chapter area, and UWF National office). 


Several events of the past 3 months give greater 
hope for peaceful settlement of the current crises 
than has been evidenced by the present climate of 
opinion; the President’s UN speech and con- 
comitant submitting of new U.S. Disarmament 
plan (Oct. Federalist), the reconvened test ban 
treaty conference in Geneva Nov. 28, the U.S.- 


Soviet agreement on principles on disarmament 
in Sept., and the birth of the U.S. Disarmament 
Agency. UWF believes a petition signed by com- 
munity leaders from every part of the Nation 
will show tangible evidence that the people are 
in active support of the President’s “Peace Race” 
concept. 


First reaction to the petition request came from 
Puerto Rico. Top officials of the Puerto Rican 
Department of Education, including the Secretary 
and his principal assistants, signed and returned 
the reprint statement. Thirty-eight leaders of 
Puerto Rican education also signed. 


Student Chairman Greg Deline reports his 
Chapter at the University of Minnesota is work- 
ing to get 10,000 signatures from the campus. 


In urging the petition campaign, UWF Presi-@ 
dent Paul Walter said, “It is imperative to back 

up the President with the mandate of opinion 
makers in his efforts to achieve disarmament 
through enforceable world law. 


PHILADELPHIA DINNER DRAWS 
1,000 TO HEAR GEORGE V. ALLEN 


George V. Allen, career Ambassador and former 
Director of USIA, told over 1,000 at the UWF 
Philadelphia Area Council Annual Banquet that 
world law is the only alternative to war, even 
if the world didn’t face the possibility of nuclear 
annihilation. Allen said even with general dis- 
armament nations would fight with whatever 
weapons they could fashion. UWF objectives, he 
added, offer the best alternative to problems of 
war and world anarchy. 


Other speakers at the banquet were UWF Presi- 
dent Paul W. Walter, Sen. Joseph Clark (D.-Pa.), 
Thatcher Longstretch, representing Sen. Hugh 
Scott (R.-Pa.) and news commentator Taylor 
Grant. Sen. Clark warned that there are “cynics” 
and “warmongers” in important posts in Wash- 
ington, attempting to handicap the President in 
his efforts to achieve enforceable disarmament. 
Mr. Grant made an effective fund-raising appeal 
at the conclusion of the evening. Walter A. Spiro, 


Philadelphia Area Council Chairman, said the 
banquet was one of the most successful held in 
the area. Funds raised more than doubled that of 
last year’s dinner. The event has produced 120 
new members. Spiro attributed the big turn-out 


to interest in UWF aroused by the critical times, —-- 


and UWF’s many Philadelphia leaders recruiting 


the cooperation of the entire membership.

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UWF Government Expert Tours West 


West Coast Federalists recently got a closer 
look at UWF’s Washington legislative activities 
and at the man who represents them on Capitol 
Hill. In a seventeen-day whirlwind tour covering 
over 6,500 miles and 15 cities, Sanford Persons, 
UWF Legislative Director, visited Federalists in 
Salt Lake City, Seattle, Longview, Portland, Cor- 
valis, Salem, San Francisco, Oakland, Berkeley, 
Santa Barbara, Los Angeles, San Diego, Albu- 
querque, Kansas City and St. Louis. 

To each group Persons described UWF’s Wash- 
ington activities during July-September which led 
to Congressional passage of the bill to establish 
the new U.S. Arms Control and Disarmament 
Agency. He commended the work of all UWF 
Chapters in this effort. He cited this campaign 
as proof of the need for active UWF Political 
Action Chairmen. 

Because of excellent local planning, Persons 
also made numerous radio and TV appearances, 
including a two-hour debate on KTTV, Los An- 
geles, with two members of Congress, John Rous- 

ot (R.-Calif.) and James Battlin (R.-Mont.). 

rsons also gave fourteen newspaper interviews 
which resulted in wide press coverage of his ap- 
pearances and views on world federalism. 

Persons reported there is considerable frustra- 
tion and concern on the West Coast upon which 
isolationists and extreme rightists are capital- 
izing. “But,” Persons said, “I am firmly convinced 
that UWF’s program can elicit support from both 
left and right once it is understood.”

Efforts by UWF to encourage other Congress- 
men to poll their constituents on world law and the 
UN with questions similar to those used by Con- 
gressman William B. Widnall of New Jersey (See 
Widnall Poll in October Federalist) have already 
brought agreement from three Representatives. 
Robert F. Ellsworth (R.-Kan.), Bradford Morse 
(R.-Mass.), and James Roosevelt (D.-Calif.) will 
ask questions of worldwide law and law enforce- 
ment and a strengthened United Nations in polls 
conducted in their districts. 

CBS Reports will present a one-hour TV pro- 
gram on disarmament Thursday, December 14. 
Appearing on program are President Kennedy, 
John McCloy, Jerome Wiesner, Phillip Noel- 
Baker, Jerome Frank and Russian scientists. 
Congresswoman Edith Green was the principal 
eaker at a fund-raising meeting of the Portland 
F Chapter. She said enormous mail and pres- 
sures from the radical Right add to problems 
of achieving disarmament and world law. The 
meeting produced a substantial part of Portland’s 


budget for the coming year and several new mem- 
bers were signed. 


UWF NEWS-MAKER 
Arnold Zander 


addresses banquet in Wash- 
ington honoring the 25th anniversary of his founding and presidency 
of the American Federation of State, County & Municipal Employees. 


UWF’s Executive Council Chairman, Arnold S. 
Zander, was honored at a Mayflower Hotel ban- 
quet in Washington, November 17, for his 25-year 
reign as International President of AFSCBE. In 
his speech to the 500 guests, Zander drew a par- 
allel between his union’s transactions with the 
federal government and the need for world gov- 
ernment to enforce world law and settle disputes. 
“Dealing with such a wide variety of laws,” Zan- 
der said, ‘““we are bound to run into conflicts that 
can be resolved only by a higher authority—in this 
case the federal government ... We live in a 
world where the fact of extinction is imminent. 
Through enforceable law we could appeal world 
conflicts and problems to a higher government.” 
Among the speakers honoring Zander were Labor 
Secretary Goldberg, Gaylord Nelson, Governor of 
Wisconsin, Zander’s home state, and Walter 
Reuther, President, United Auto Workers. 


A long-time UWF member, Zander is serving 
his second year as Chairman of UWF’s Executive 
Council. Prior to his present position he was 
Chairman of the Political Action Committee. The 
tall, scholarly (Doctor of Philosophy, University 
of Wisconsin) labor leader is considered one of 
the most articulate and effective advocates of 
UWF and its objectives. Fellow Council members 
say UWF is fortunate in having the talents and 
energies for leadership and organization that Zan- 
der has used to build his AFL-affiliated union 
from 9,000 members to the present 221,000. 


Zander serves on the executive body of AFL- 
CIO Industrial Union Department. He also is 
a member of the board of trustees of the Na- 
tional Planning Association and board member of 
the Americans for Democratic Action. He has 
represented the AFL in international union 
affairs, and served as an adviser to the UN’s 
International Labor Organization, and during the 
post-war years was an adviser to the American 
Military Government in Germany. 
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ATOMIC TESTING—UWF'S POSITION

Many of the most ardent public discussions of 
matters related to foreign policy have no clear 
relation to world federalism. We are asked what 
is the UWF position on Berlin? On Laos? On 
Cuba? On fallout shelters? On nuclear testing? 
Soon we may be asked what is our position on 
Viet Nam and on Finland, where the Communists 
have started ominous pressure. 


The answer must generally be that it is not pos- 
sible in a democratically controlled organization 
like ours to take positions in each crisis, for many 
of them come and go in less time than it takes 
our machinery to operate. Moreover, most of the 
issues (particularly those raised by Russian pres- 
sure) are deeply devisive, and there may be no 
answer that a large majority of our members 
would find acceptable. 


It is however, important that UWFers relate 
themselves to the flow of events which are carry- 
ing the world on its way to peace or doom. The 
discussions of atomic testing offer excellent new 
challenges to relate our work to the concerns 
which people now feel. 


The extremely heavy atomic testing by the Rus- 
sians in the past three months has aroused much 
pressure for the U. S. to resume atmospheric test- 
ing in addition to the underground series already 
begun. 


This problem was discussed by members of the 
UWF Executive Committee on November 1, and 
the conclusion of those present was unanimously 
to the effect that we should not take a stand for 
or against testing, but simply express to the 
White House our feeling of the importance of the 
moral leadership which the U. S. has achieved by 
its restraint, both by expressing its regard for 
the health and opinion of mankind, and by acting 
as a nation which has sufficient margin of mili- 
tary power to be under no pressure for haste. 
The technical and military reasons which might 
impel atmospheric testing were felt to be beyond 
our competence, however, so that we could only 
recognize that the President must make the deci- 
sion for the Nation, in view of these secret and 
technical considerations. 


On November 2, the White House announced 
that the President would not order atmospheric 
testing unless it was made clear that it was im- 
portant to U.S. military strength. We have com- 
mended the President for taking this position. 
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
